Like a flash the news that Hamilton 


hod murdered his famly and ended 
his own life spread through the city 
late Sunday night and soon officers 
and citizens were on the scene helping 
vhe unfortunate victims, but even In 
death having no pity for the creature 
who caused such a sad tragedy. 


COMMUNITY IS STUNNED. 


Nothing in a long time has BO In- 


censed the citizens of this city as the 
bloody occurrence In the very center 
of the business section of Reno. 
Rarely has such a blood-curdling 


catastrophe at the hand of a fren- 
zied man been chronicled anywhere. 


DELIBERATELY PLANNED. 


That it was deliberate and preme- 


ditated there 
can evidently be no 


doubt, as developed by the facts so for 
known. 
The facts leading up to the tragedy 


are these, briefly outlined: 
Zeri Hamilton, a man In his for- 


tieth year, of large build, about 210 
pounds in weight, smooth shaven and 
tall, was married ten years ago—on 
December. 18*4, at Holllster, Califor- 
nia, to the now Mrs. Phoebe B. Ham- 
ilton, who is 28 years of ago. 
Three 
years later they 
had 
one child—a 


beautiful little girl, happy and bright, 
seven years of age on Sunday—now 
a lifeless corpse. 


JEALOUSY THE CAUSE. 


The couple lived happily together 


until a few months ago, when the 
husband, if reports from Carson at 
the time were true, became suspicious 
of his wife's disloyalty to him, result- 
Ing In the reports that one Hamilton 
had threatened to kill his wife at the 
Brtggs House In that city. 
These reports he. however, denied. 


Nevertheless he subsequently got out 
divorce proceedings against her on the

These three paragraphs tell the story of one of the most deplorable 


and ghastly tragedies that has stained the fair name of Reno. 
It oc- 


curred Sunday night ten minutes before eleven o'clock in room 52 of 
the Clarendon Hotel. 


Two victims of a maddened man's jealous wrath now lie cold in 


death at the morgue. 
The third with her head crushed in, is strug- 


gling between life *nd death at the county hospital. 


Zeri Hamilton, the perpetrator of the bloody deed, planned his work 


with the ingenuity of a fiend. After striking his sleeping and helpless 


wife five terrible blows on the skull with a murderous hammer, he 


turned the weapon onto his 7-year-old dsughter. One blow was all 
but the top of the hammer burisd itself into the tender skull of the 
little ene as if it was so much paper, and yesterday morning she died. 
The only words she utterred during her dying hours were "Papa did 
it." 


Then, with the instinct of a coward, Hamilton placed a 38-calibre 


revolver to his head and sent a bullet crashing 
through 
his worthless 


brain.. He died instantly. Whether the mother will live is a question

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THE SENATE'S UNPOPULARITY 


T 


HE unpopularity of the senate Is a subject of discus- 


sion In all portions of the country. More than ever 


before the people feel that body has become a hindrance 
ranter than a help to the government, and there Is a grow- 
ing impression that somethlnK should be done to bring 
It into line with sound public sentiment. The Colorado 
Springs Gazette, long recognized as one of the ablest and 
most conservative papers of the west, makes this com- 
ment on the subject: 


The unpopularity of the senate seems to be worrying 


the senators themselves. They ask why it Is that the peo- 
ple stand by President Roosevelt and condemn the sen- 
ate regardless of the merits of the case. The reason is 
not merely the personal popularity of the president either. 
The senate has come to be an oligarchy, controlled abso- 
lutely by about ten men, who say what measures shall 
nnd what shall not pass. These men, of whom Senator 
Aldrich of Rhode Island Is the leader, run the concern on 
close corporation methods, and not Infrequently their at- 
titude may be expressed in old Commodore Vonderbllt's 
exclamation, "The public be damned!" 


Rightly or wrongly, but probably rightly, the senate 


is regarded as the abode of special interests which de- 
mand and secure legislation favorable to themselves a,nd 
inimical to the public welfare. Nearly every big trust or 
combination of capital in the country has its own pri- 
vate senator. Depew for the railroads, Platt of New York 
for the express companies, Aldrich for Standard OH, are 
shining examples of this type, and these men exert a tre- 
mendous influence.. It is these "private" senators who for 
years have been responsible for the defeat of reciprocity 
treaties, who killed tariff revision and railway rate regu- 
lation at the session Just ended, and who have so far 
succeeded In keeping Philippine products out of the 
American market. 


Proceeding the Gazette discusses the methods by whlcn 


needed legislation Is killed off If the clique in control de- 
termine the ydo not want It. They permit interminable 
debate and, when It Is desired to sidetrack bills which 
might be embarrassing If brought to a vote, a measure on 
which debate will run on Indefinitely is given right-of-way. 
Whenever there Is danger of annoying bills being brought 
up, the "buffer" Is called out and debate continues. Whon 
an appropriation bill comes along, the "buffer" Is tem- 
porarily laid aside. If any bill is waiting which the coterie 
favor, the "buffer" gives way to It, but no opportunity Is 
afforded for bills of public Importance to be made un- 
finished business If the steering committee do not favor 
them. 


These complaints against the senate have been increas- 


ing for years. But. though the evil has become Intoler- 
able, there seems to be no way to compel the body to re- 
form Itself and thus become an element of strength to 
the government. There Is one way, however, by which it 
can be reached. That Is through selection of candidates 
for senator by the direct primary or in convention. No 
man having to get so close to the people to secure a re- 
election would turn his back upon pubic sentiment In these 
matters. In nearly every state it would be possible to In- 
struct penators whose re-election had to come about 
through such proceedings to work and vote for senate 
reform, and none who failed to do so could secure re- 
election. With *a senate composed of men sent with such 
Instructions, the Platts and the Aldrlches would be pow- 
erless; the senate would be unbound, and it would then 
transact such public business as public Interests and pub- 
lic sentiment demanded.

We are Inviting parents to send 
their children to the university and In accepting the re- 
sponsibility which attaches to that invitation we must 
see to it that we do not place before the young and 
impressionable student temptations which his home train- 
ing has not prepared him to resist. We are responsible 
to the parents for the moral safety of those Intrusted to 
our keeping and we should bl faithful to that trust. 


In taking this view we believe we are echoing the sen- 


timents of even the men who are running licensed games 
of chance. For the most part they are honorable men and 
do not cater to the trade of boys. But should "wide open" 
gambling be permitted, the task of preventing our young 
people from visiting these places will become practically 
impossible. 


Some of the candidates have evinced a disposition to 


evade the issue when asked to define their position. We 
believi- they are unduly alarmed at the danger which 
might result form a frank declaration of their position. 
The question will never be settled until it Is settled rlg'.it. 
and there is only one right way to settle It. Reno shall 
not be a "wide open" town.

POCKET LUMP 


Something New in the Line of Igniter* 


Has Been Patented by Two Spark* 
Residents. 


Two of Sparks' prominent bualnt 


men have Invented a fountain pocket 
lamp which will be a great aid and 
convenience to railroad men and other 
workmen who have occasion to use a 
light In close or exposed places. 


The Inventors and patentees are H. 


E. Blaisdell of the B. & W. Hotel, 
and J. H. Simpson, a Southern Pa- 
cific engineer. 


The lamp Is simple In construction 


and contains no Intricate parts to get 
out of order. 


It Is cylindrical In shape and about 


half the length of a lead pencil. It 
consists of two parts, one of which 
contains the wick and coal oil. the 
other contains a number of caps sim- 
ilar to those used in top pistols. These 
caps are struck and Ignite the wick 
of the lamp. 


The Invention will be improved and

was taken up. The mayor stated that 
books for this purpose will be open- 
ed. 


A member of the Socialist party ap- 


peared to ask for Information regard- 
Ing the time and place for filing peti- 
tions of nomination. 


A resolution defining the duties of 


the city clerk In elections was intro- 
duced by Councilman Wilson. The re- 
solution was adopted by a unanimous 
vote. 


General Kyle appeared on behalf of 


the property owners on the corner of 
Ryland and Center strets, advocating 
the adoption of a petition Installing 
an electric light on that corner. The 
petition was granted. 


Mr. Simpson, a representative of the 


San Francisco 
Examiner, offered to 


advertise the resources of Reno and 
Washoe county. 


Discussion brought out the fact that 


the city ordinances do not provide for 
the expenditure of money for adver- 
tising purposes. 


A petition for an arc light at Hill 


and Liberty street, as well as one on 
California avenue and 
Flint streets, 
was granted. 


The coming election was one of the 


main topics discussed. 
This matter 


will be taken up at a meeting tonight. 


A petition to conduct a saloon at 


the Hotel Ventura was filed by Mr.. 
Bryant. It will take the usual course. 


Mike Shields appeared in relation 


to the sprinkling of the streets. The 
council fixed the 
compensation 
for 


the territory covered by Mr. Shields 
at 70 cents per hour. 


Mr. Douglas asked for permission 


to conduct a bootblack stand under th«; 
roof of the subway. 
His request was 


denied. 


Fred Orob and R. H. Klnney were 


nominated to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Harry Martin. 
Upon a vote Mr. Orob was elected, 
the vote being three for Mr. Orob and 
one for Mr. Klnney. 


Mr. Orob will probably qualify an-l 


take his seat this evening.

gard to municipal elections, Section 3 
of said act providing, among other 
things, that "It shall-bo the duty of 
the registry agents at any time when 
called on to do so, between the hours 
of 10 a. m. and 6 p. rn., on all legal 
days, 
•

• 
• 
• 
for 


twenty days prior to closing the regis- 
ter (which shall close ten days prior 
to the day of election) for any special 
oi* municipal election provided for by 
law, to receive and register the names 
of all persons legally qualified and en- 
titled to vpte at such election, or who 
will have legally acquired a residence 
(being otherwise qualified) 
and right 


to vote at such ensuing election ac- 
cording to the provisions of law under 
which such election may be held, In 
each election district within their re- 
spective township, etc.'* 


As the municipal 
election 
takes 


place on May 2, 190S, the registration 
should be opened thirty days prior 
to May 2nd, and close ten days prior 
to May 2, 1905.
